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Applicant aserts that the presence and absence of cycles in at least one digital gated carrier wave is taught in fig. 5 (Remarks 

page 20). 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

It is first noted that the specification has failed to define what exactly is a cycle. In particular, a cycle does not appear to be bound 
by any specific interval either in time or frequency. Furthermore, in fig. 5 it appears that the absence of cycles is determined for a single 
digital burst of the carrier wave and not for the entire carrier wave itself as claimed. Therefore it is interpreted that the amended claim does 
not comply with the written description requirement under 35 (JSC 112 first paragraph. 

If the applicant does interpret that the absence of cycles in a portion of a carrier wave indicate a particular state of digital data (in this case a 
'0'), then it is well known in the art that an absence of a signal denotes a logic zero. See paragraph 0014 of Walker (US200201 10190) 
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
